more from this economy than it is 
capable of ylelding. We lived beyond our 
meaus because we failed 1o take stock of 
the changing situation after the consiruc- 
tion of the Berlin Wall. 

The era of above average growtlı rales 
that was possible on account of the 
constant flood of workers from the GDR 
came to an end in the early sixties. Full 
employment became over-employment. 
The bacillus of inflation began its evil 
work. 

Alongside this ereeping sickness there 
wus e growing inabilily of our 
politicians to deal with price rises, Since 
lhe end of 1958 West German politicians 
have been unable to base their economic 
calculations solely on this country's 
industrial and commercial state. 

European governments toyed with lax 


finance policies that gave creeping 
inflation its head. Wage and price 
discipline deteriorated. Money was 


needed to cover this increasing inflatiun= 
ary addiction, and of money there was 
plenty! One of the main reasons for tlils 
glut of money in the West was the 
Vietnam War. The economy no longer 
relied entirely on the Bundesbank as its 
supplier of money. A volcano had come 
alive. 

The gods themselves would have had a 
hard time battling against the volcano 
spewing out dollars, let alone a handful of 
wavering politicians In Europe. The only 
course that seemed to offer at least 
temporary protection was revaluation. 
Four times the Bonn government made 
use of this weapon. 

Internationally the Mark become harder 
and harder, At the same time it lost more 
and more of its ا ر‎ at 
home. The Mark of 1948 is today worth 
only 58 Pfennigs. Inflation creeps no 
more — now it is on the rampage at a

were bad, occasfonally notes something 
down and gives the appearances of being 
an ideal schoolboy. 

Now and again he throws back his head 
and looks to the Heavens as If inspiration 
were coming from up above. He looks at 
the lamps full of mistrust and serutinises 
the microphones. If the parliamentary 
party applauds he claps diligently along 
with them and goes on for a few seconds 
longer than the rest. 

Apart from a case-full of Bavarian 
specialties Schöfberger brought with him 
to Bonn three friends, colleagues who had 
been by his aide in the Munich days, 
fellow-countrymen and now fellow MPs, 
At the beginning the four of thom had 
rooms in the Hotel Mustewitz, rlght 
behind tho statlon at 36 Marks a night. 
They heard Iho trains coming and going 
until they became so usûd to tlhe noise 
they heard them no more, 

Then they went together to look for a 
flat. They had fixed plans — they wanted 
to form a living commune. Each would 
have his own bedroom, while the 
living-room would be shared. When they 
finally found a maisonette that provided 
the right accommodation they kapt in 
and rented it, But the peace of the 
commune lasted just one night, Wlen the 
landlord found out whom his wife had let 
the rooms to he sent her up to tell tiem: 
“Sorry, but my husband does not want 
MPs staying here,” Schöfberger put a 
different Interpretation on the eviction:

Since then the four e given up 
fooking for a flat, They are prepared to 
Put up with tlhe cramped llving conditions 
in ne r Eugen.

The Bundestag recently anded its first 
session before going into summer recess. 
lt was tha first perfod In the House for 
148 newly afacted mambers who jolned 
the Bundestag after the election of 19 
November last, In this article we follow 
tha fortunes of two of them in thelr first 
seven months as MPs — Rudi Schöfberger 
{SPD) and Thedor Waigel (CSU). 


RY Schöfberger, 39, (SPD) Member 

of tho Bundestag, gets up with the 
fark and goes to bed when night owls are 
about. Rare are the occaslons wien he 
reaches his apartment in the seventh 
staroy of Bonn's skyscraper for MPs, 
Langer Eugen before midnight. 

His room, No 728, is not largo — in fnct 
he clalms he would have more room lo 
sawing 4 cat If he were a convict. It is hore 
that he works, And here, loo, he sleeps, 
in a bed that he has had built into a wail 
cupboard. Proudly he opens the door and 
reveals the white Mother Hubbard. 

When ho wants his morning shower he 
has to go down to the collar. The MPs’ 
baths are below pound level. Then for 
breakfast it is back up to the 24tl storey. 
Sitting up there you feel as if you are İn 
Ihe cockpit of a plane, Normally Herr 
Schûfberger docs not tear himself away 
from the beautiful panoramic view of tlie 
Rhine before 8.00 am. 

10 he is sitting at his desk. Ho 
reaches for tle ephone and asks for his 
wife Friederike and his son at home in 
Munich. Then he takes out his tin of 
snuff from tie right-hand pocket of lis 
waistcoat. He ا‎ a pinch on the back 
of his hand and inhales. Then he wipes hiş 
nose with his handkerchief and suddenly 
exclaims “Let’s go!” 

He goes to his work. Schöfberger was 
once an opponent within the party of 
Munich’s one-time Burgoınaster Jochen 
Vogel. Last November he was directly 
ekcled to the Bundestag in the 
Miünchen-Std constituency, When setting 
about work he tends quite literally to rolî 
up his sleeves. 

One thing newcomers to the Bundestag 
fear In particular is that they will be 
gobbled up by the .pece of the 
Parliamentary machine. But not Schéf- 
berger. His commentary on Bonn after 
the first few months: “My oniy problem 
so far has been callouses on my seat. You 
1 3it and sit. And they just talk and 


Although he misses the Föhn, Bavarian 
beer, white sausage and so on Rudi 
Schöfberger refuses to be discouraged by 
life in Bonn. Not even after sixteen hours 
of work, which is quite normal in the 
capital. Six years of work in the 
provincial assembly in Munich have 
obviously toughen up Herr Schöfberger, 
He says: “I'm not wildly impressed,” he 
says and in this way losses off his first 
months as an MP as if théy were nothing:

only, 1s a minute tall of white steam.. 

he natural-gas bus does not create a 
smell and does not generate soot, Tram 
inspector Jürgen Leicht says it is: a 
pleasure to watch, it runs so smoothly. 

Inside you do not notice much 
difference in the noise level, but by the 
roadside the difference is unmistakcable. 
The engine noise is only half as loud as 
that of conventional diesel engines, and at 
a speed of fifty kmfh (thirty mph) the 
buss. tyres make more noise than the 
engine! 

lean air and less noise cost maney, 
though. The convontioral seven-litre 
diese! engine develops 160 horse power. 
A natural-gas ongine of the same capacity 
only manages 130 horse power, which

Plague. . 

The way the barrage functions is 
surprisingly simple, It consists of {wo 
tompressors and a system of seven 
hosepipes, threc with holes in them, on 
ibe harbour bed, 

Within 45 seconds of an alarm ihe 
compressors can channel air at three 
times atmospheric pressure through the 
hosepipes and out of the holes, creating a 
curtain of bubbles rising to the surface 
and generating a countercurrent that 
effectively pen unlimited amounts of 
pelroleum from slicking thetr way all over 
lhe place. 

The idea, then, is simple, but it could 
not have been implemented without the 
ald of computers. The curtain of bubbles 
alone would warrant neither the high 
installation costs nor the belief in the 
system's efficacy. The other four pipes 
are what hold forth the promise of an 


effective means of forestalling oil 
disasters [n port. 
hese four pipes contain special doses 


of air calculated to take into account the 
wind direction, speed, current and tide 
and thelr respective effect on the curtain of 
bubbles. 

An emergency vas simulated in Emden 
to demonstrate how the system functions. 
1t waş assumed that 550 cubic metres of 
cil had gushed out into the dock because 
of a mishap in pumping. The resulting 
slick weigis 850 kilogrammes per cubic 
metre, 

Wilhin 45 seconds the coniprassed-air 
barrage starts warking and keeps the sliek 
in place even when it is thrown against 
the barrage at a speed of ten matres a 
second by force six winds, 

The risk of a mishap that may rosult in 
disasler preys on the minds of hatbour 
masters all over (he world. Tho 
compressed-air barrage has an additional 
advantage from the viewpoint of both port 
ofidals and shipowners,

tankers still In dock could beat a hasty 
retreat through. the bubbles without 
taking tho danger with them.
